GRID FLASH 

CHICAGO. UP) — Northwestern 
University’s football prospects for 
1939 to 1941 shot into the strato¬ 
sphere today and a lot of coaches 
all over the country sighed. 

Bill De Correvont, the prep 
school gridiron ace that every col¬ 
lege coach wanted, caused it all 
by announcing he would enter 
Northwestern next fall. 

With the 19-year-old halfback, 
the nation’s most publicized high 
school athlete last fall, will be four 
teammates from Austin High 
school of Chicago where he rocket¬ 
ed to stardom by scoring at least 
one touchdown in every game he 
played and 35 in his last season— 
nine coming in one game. 

De Correvont said he chose 
Northwestern because he wanted 
to go to a school near home, be¬ 
cause “some of the boys on the 
team” planned to go there and be¬ 
cause he "always wanted to play 
in the Big Ten.” 

Lynn Waldorf, coach at North¬ 
western and principal speaker at a 
banquet in honor of the Austin 
football squad last night, said he 
never had seen De Correvont be¬ 
fore but "any school would be very 
glad to have De Correvont enroll 
and we feel the same way about 
it.” 

Football experts declare the 
elusive 180-pound blond bullet has 
a potential college future that may 
equal, even surpass that of Harold 
(Red) Grange, the one time "gal¬ 
loping ghost” of Illinois. Last fall 
120,000 spectators jammed Soldier 
Field to watch him lead his team 
to the Chicago city championship. 

In addition to his football prow¬ 
ess, De Correvont is considered 
one of the best outfielders in high 
school baseball and at one time 
the Brooklyn club is reported to 
have offered him a college educa¬ 
tion in return for an agreement 
to join the Dodgers after gradua¬ 
tion. 

The four teammates he disclosed 
would enter Northwestern with 
him were Alfred Bauman, all-Chi¬ 
cago tackle; Donald Johnson, all- 
Chicago center; Sanford Skor, all- 
Chicago quarterback, and Chuck 
Felngarten, star guard. 

Voted the most valuable player 
by his teammates at last night's 
banquet, the modest De Correvont 
said: ”1 was fortunate to play on 
a great high school team and have 
excellent blocking.”

the conference, to make a sharply 
worded protest against major 1 
league clubs “enticing” college 
players before their graduation, 
and led other Big Ten officials to 
speculate as to the existence of 
similar cases. 

Boudreau’s ineligibility ruling 
by the Western conference faculty 
committee stunned the Illinois 
campus at Champaign. The rul¬ 
ing, however, provided that he 
might Ye reinstated next fall pro¬ 
vided he severs connection with 
professional athletics. Boudreau 
was reported to have directed the 
Cleveland club to stop remitting 
money to his mother who lives in 
Harvey, Ill. Being a junior, he 
has another year of competition. 

The 20-year-old athlete pro¬ 
fessed not knowing he was violat¬ 
ing any conference rule and de¬ 
clared the committee's ruling was 
a shock to him. As a forward, 
Boudreau played a stellar role In 
helping the Illini gain a tie with 
Minnesota for the conference 
championship last year. He scored 
44 points this year to be tied for 
ninth place among Big Ten sharp¬ 
shooters. In his first year on the 
team he was chosen on numerous 
all-conference squads. 

In baseball, Boudreau was rated 
as a sparkling third baseman, a 
natural hitter, and a strong factor 
In Illinois’ drive to the Big Ten 
championship. 

Commissioner Griffith de¬ 
plored attempts by major league 
clubs to get college stars before 
their graduation. He said the 
major leaguers do not enter Into 
signed agreements with col¬ 
legians but negotiate with their 
parents, even to the extent of 
offering money as “loans.” 

"I wish the major leagues would 
invoke legislation to prohibit the 
tampering with college players un¬ 
til their college careers are fin¬ 
ished,” Commissioner Griffith said.

Liquor parties in harbor dis- 
| trict beach cottages were frowned 
on officially by the courts today, 
as two 21-year-old Maywood 
youths began 15-day jail sentences. 

“It has become a common prac¬ 
tice,” said Justice D. J. Dodge of 
Newport township yesterday as he 
sentenced the defendants, "to take 
girls to these beach houses and 
give them liquor.”

Nathan Slraus, son of the 
New York philanthropist who 
saved a half-million lives with 
his fight for sanitation in New 
York City years ago, heads the 
Federal Housing authority. 

He has sent Orange county the 
first ammunition to be fired in the 
war against slums, in the shape 
of a ten-fold program to be under¬ 
taken immediately if the commu¬ 
nity hopes to participate in the 
huge project. If the plan is to go 
through, here’s what must be 
done; 

I. Sec that the legislature 
and the governor pass that en¬ 
abling act, and then he sure the 
community comes through with 
an ordinance setting up a hous¬ 
ing authority. So far, Straus 
[mints out, only 30 states have 
such acts. 

2. Appoint a housing author¬ 
ity. (Leaders of the movement 
have one all picked out—consist¬ 
ing of one versed in issuing and 
selling bonds and investments, one 
engineer or builder, one realtor, 
one landscape artist, and one social 
worker.) 

3. Be sure the community 
has the power to make contri¬ 
butions to the project in cash, 
tax exemptions and tax remis¬ 
sions. 

4. Be sure the housing author¬ 
ity is adequately financed. (Local 
government already has indicated 
the funds will be forthcoming, if 
and when the time arises, says the 
Rev. Julia Budlong.) 

5. See what part of the slums 
in Orange county can he de¬ 
molished. 

6. Get the advice of intelligent 
eity planners on where the model 
housing units should be built. 
(Santa Ana has a new planning 
engineer, Orange county a compe¬ 
tent consultant. This could be one 
of their first Jobs.) 

7. Decide the size you need 
and the type of housing you 
want. 

8. Keep a keen eye on local 
political leaders, because if they 
start any monkey business the 
whole project probably will be 
ended summarily, before it is be¬ 
gun. 

9. Be sure your authority 
understands what evidence Is 
required of the definite need for 
a slum clearance project. 

10. Write the United States 
Housing Authority, Department of 
Interior. Washington, for details 
of procedure. 

And (this is extra) write your 
congressman to get Orange 
county’s portion of funds ear¬ 
marked, make estimates of the 
first year’s work, and determine 
whr-t assistance the community 
Is prepared to give. 

Then make way for a new design 
for living.

He was buried before Ab¬ 
bey sold the certificate, and the 
Income from it went toward his 
potter’s field funeral. 


Funeral expenses have first 
call on an estate, and expense of 
the last illness is second. If 
there’s any money left after that, 
the creditors are considered. 
Where estates total $75 or $100, 
however, Abbey gives them 
enough of a funeral to keep 
them out of potter’s field. 


in one recent estate had fully half 
a dozen takers, all of whom said, 
“He said I could have that.” 




Nearly all of the paupers on 
Abbey’s hooks are oldish white 
men, most of whom died sudden¬ 
ly. Only five of those who died 
last year remained unidentified, 
three of them because they’d 
been drowned for a week or so, 
rouldn't possibly have been posi¬ 
tively identified.

Tramps are rarely identified, be¬ 
cause most of them travel under 
an assortment of names, and about 
the only check on them is some 
police station in which they may 
have been finger-printed.

Strange as it seems, the letter 
“M” started life as a picture of an 
owl on a centuries-old Egyptian 
monument! 

Egyptian picture- writing is 
known to be at least 5400 years 
old, the oldest heiroglyphs dating 
back to 8500 B. C. Written speech 
was such a marvelous thing to the 
early Egyptians that it seemed to 
them necessarily of divine origin. 
Certain defied objects served to 
illustrate their consonantal alpha-

The owl was selected to repre¬ 
sent the sound equivalent to the 
English “M” made through the 
nose with lips compressed. As the 
primitive Egyptian picture alpha 
bet spread to other countries, via 
Phoenicia, Greece and Italy, the 
pictures were very much simpli¬ 
fied, their main lines being turned 
into the familiar Roman alphabet.

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A Real Court Reform 

Last year, a proposal to remodel the supreme court 
almost disrupted governmental affairs for a period of 
months. This year, we are witnessing one of the most far- 
reaching judicial reforms in the history of the nation, and 
the public is scarcely raising an eyebrow. 

On Sept. 1, or three months after the adjournment 
of congress, whichever date is earlier, some 49 different 
types of civil procedures in our federal courts will be 
abolished, to be replaced by one highly simplified pro¬ 
cedure. The change has been agitated for a generation. 

In 3934, congress authorized the courts to carry out the 
reform; now the supreme court has adopted the new 
rules. 

Up to the present a federal court followed the pro¬ 
cedure in effect in the state (or District of Columbia) in 
which it happened to be located. Hence, there were 49 
sets of rules governing the litigation. 

Under the new plan, technicalities are frowned upon. 

The rules are said to be so simple that a layman may con¬ 
duct his own case if he chooses. Fine-spun distinctions be¬ 
tween an equity suit and a lawsuit are discarded; in¬ 
stead there will be simply a “civil action.” Pleadings are 
required to be couched in “short and plain” statements. 
Also, “all pleadings shall be construed to do substantial 
justice.” A simple motion to dismiss takes the place of 
the old-time demurrer. Judges are authorized to call at¬ 
torneys into conference in advance of a trial to simplify 
the issues and speed the case. Parties may stipulate that j 
a jury shall consist of any number less than 12 or that . 
the finding of a majority of the jurors shall be taken as 
the verdict of the jury. j 

A similar simplifying of the criminal procedure in i 
the federal courts is now to be worked out under the pro- ' 
visions of the 1934 act. , 

And—likewise important—a movement is now under < 
way to induce many states likewise to simplify and mod- J 
ernize their respective forms of procedure. Eventually we t 
may achieve businesslike courts. 1

Uncle Sam is loosening up his purse strings again on 
building, so don’t be surprised one of these days real soon 
if a construction boom goes off in your ears. 

The FHA amendment, allowing a down payment of 
only 10 per cent on a new home in the $6000 or less class, 
awaits the President’s signature. 

Local contractors, bankers and workmen whom we 
have talked to say the outlook for a spurt in building is 
bright. 

The liberalizing of credit, plus a gradual stabilization 
of reasonable prices in the building industry, is expected 
to make a lot of would-be home-owners decide to take 
the final step.

ITHACA N Y Even if you 
are not left-handed, you may be 
left-glanded. 

Ten years study of the salivary 
glands has shown this new fact to 
Dr. A. L. Winsor, of Cornell uni¬ 
versity. College hoys and girls 
have chewed about a grocery store 
full of food for him while he 
measured the saliva flow with tiny 
rubber tubes. 

He taught them a table trick 
that isn’t mentioned in etiquette 
hooks. This was to chew, or to 
taste, with both sides of the mouth 
simultaneously. 

When that, happened, the glands 
on one side secreted more than on 
the other. 

“We have observed,” Dr. Winsor 
reported to a food and nutrition 
| congress, “that people are right or' 
I left-glanded consistently.” 

Apparently loft-glandedness has' 
j no connection with left-handed- 
incss. although Dr. Winsor says; 
j more study is needed to make cer-j 
tain. 

Acidity and alkalinity is another 
Jekyll-Hyde trick of these glands. 
If food causes rapid saliva flow, 
!the secretion becomes more and 
more alkaline. If the flow is slow, 
j it. becomes progressively acid. | 
Nothing else seems to affect | 
j acidity and alkalinity. Sweet, sour, 
j bitter or salty tastes all result in 
! alkalinity or acidity according to 
I the speed with which they stimu- 
| late the secretion.
